As the day 
advanced the throng on the side- 
walks of Clarke and Hicks streets 
rendered these streets almost impassable. In 
the crowd were people of every station, from 
the millionaire to the prosperous tradesman 
and the poor laborer. During the morning 
scores of carriages drove past the house, and 
the occupants of many of them alighted and 
walked up to the builetin and then departed, 
while others left théir cards with the attend- 
ant.

A Former Baltimore Belle Takes the Veil 
in Brussels. 

Bactrmore, Md., March 5.— [Special.] — Miss 
May McTavish, daughter of Mrs. Charles 
Carroll McTavish of this city, took the white 
veil today at the Carmelite Convent at Brus- 
seis, Belgium. She left Baltimore for Brus- 
sels last November. Several years ago she 
entered Baltimore society and became one of 
its brightest and most admired members. 
Her decision to enter a convent was a great 
surprise and sorrow to her friends. She cor- 
responded with the prioresses of the con- 
vents of the order in Baltimore and St. Louis

The Anarchists of Cincinnati Celebrate the 
Anniversary of the Paris Commune. 

CincinnaTI, O., March 6.—[Special.|—The 
Anti-National Society of this city celebrated 
the institution of the Paris Communes of 
1848 and 1871 tonight. About 1,000 people, 
composed of both men and women, crowded 
the hall and drank beer at tables while the 
program was being performed. The hall was 
decorated with a profusion of red flags and 
mottoes with red borders containing revo- 
lutionary inscriptions. There were no Amer- 
ican flags in the hall. Most of those present 
were Germans and many speak not a word 
of English. The — speech was made 
by rs. Lucy E. Parsons, the negro 
wife of: the condemned Chicago Anarchist. 
She was gd broad in her utterances, and 
the motley throng applauded her sentiments. 
At the conclusion of the regular program 
dancing began, which was kept up all night. 
The only national air played by the band was 
the Marseillaise,“ and during the entire 
evening there was not a remark or act to in- 
dicate anything but the bitterest hostility to 
American institutions. Mrs. Parsons de- 
clared that the authorities would not dare to 
hang her husband and his associates on ac- 
count of the storm of righteous indignation 
which would come from the people. The 
celebration was the largest the Anarchists 
have ever held here. 


Relatives of Horace Greeley. 


Or Ciry, Pa., March 6.—[Special.]—Mrs.. 


Amanda Greeley, a sister of the late Horace 
Greeley, has been stricken with paralysis at 
the home of her son, Louis Kossuth Greeley, 
at Spring Creek, a small station in Warren 
County, Pennsylvania, where she has been 


living for a number of years. Amanda 
Greeley is 78 years old, and was married to 
her cousin, well Greeley. He has been 
dead some years. Of fourteen children four 
are living—viz.: Louis Kossuth, who owns 
the homestead farm; Zaccheus E. D., who 
lives on a rented farm half a mile from 
Spring Creek Station; Harrissa, wife of Capt.

A SUCCESSFUL SEANCE. 


THAT IS, SUCCESSFUL IN A FINANCIAL 
WAY. 


Over Six Thousand People Packed Into 
Battery D“ Armory to Witness the 
Performance of the “Indescribable 


Tricks Given in Place of the Advertised 
Supernatural Manifestations—The Crowd 
Expresses Its Disgust. 

The medium’s hands were firmly bound 
with knotted cords. Stepping from the cabi- 
net, he held them up before the audience and 

‘said: 
Ladies and gentlemen, please examine 
these knots.” 

„Ches-knots!“ yelled a man in the crowd. 
Which remark was received with an appre- 
ciative howl by the 6,000 people there assem- 
bled. 

It was at the big Spiritualistic show held in 
Battery D last night—the biggest show of the 
season. It was probably the biggest and most 
successful Spiritualistic séance ever held in 
the United States—successful, that is, from a 
financial point ot view. 

Battery D was literally packed to the 
doors, probably not less than 6,000 people be- 
ing present. As early as 7 o’clock there was 
a long line of people at the ticket window, 
and by 7:30 there was a double line extend- 
ing around the corner and down the side- 
walk to the Exposition Building, a distance 
of about 300 feet. The advertised price of 
admission was 25 and 15 cents, but when the 
crowd began to gather the price bobbed up 
to 50 cents, the pretense being that this was 
for reserved seats. There was no order in- 
side, the two or three boy ushers being ut- 
terly powerless to guide the inpouring army. 
Before 8 the place was packed like a sardine- 
box, and men were clinging to the gallery 
posts, window-sills, and other places that af- 
forded a possible view of the stage. Mr. 
Pingree, the juvenile husband of the medium- 
in-chief, Miss Anna Eva Fay, had charge 
of the ticket-selling business, and long after 
the hall was full continued calmly selling 
reserved seats to the still waiting crowd. 
Hundreds bought tickets and tried to-get into 
the hall, but after passing the doorkeeper and 
getting beyond the screen which hid the 


throng from those outside tound they could not 
even get standing room. Owing to the great 
crowd it was impossible to get back to the 
box-office to demand a return of the money, 
so Mr. Pingree continued to take in the 
half-dollars. Finally, when the struggle 
and clamor became so great that no further 
sales could be made without the interference 
of those who wanted their money returned, 
Mr. Pingree glided out with his $3,000 or so, 
and soon thereafter appeared smiling on the 
stage. 

The attraction for this enormous crowd 
was a Spiritualistic séance by the World- 
Famous Indescribable Phenomenon,” Miss 
1 Miss Fay’s very clever advertising 
was to thank for such an attendance. 
Dodgers describing her performance 
were lavishly distributed in the hotels and 
saloons yesterday, and the Sunday papers 
fairly blazed with her announcements, illus- 
trated by pictures of Balshazzar’s Feast.“ 
Joseph's Dream, and other historical Spir- 
itualistic phenomena. Everything was to be 
done in the light. A large piano.“ said the 
advertisement, will rise ciear from the 
floor, and is played upon without a living 
soul touching it’’; the medium will be 
raised from her seat @hd float in mid-air’’; 
“ tabies will float in mid-air’’; spirit hands 
and faces will be seen and recognized by 
friends“; and a lot more of the same kind— 
all to take place under the electric light on 
the open stage. a 
About :30 a man with a. parboiled counte- 
hance and the general appearance of a Bow- 
ery toughin adress-suit stepped upon the 
stage and made a speech. He told in florid 
language how Miss Fay haa been tested by 
wall the great scientists of Europe,“ and had 
“astounded the world.“ “The crucial test 
of 9 (Whatever that may 
be) had been applied, and the lady had come 
out victorious. She had in her possession a 
parchment of sheepskin“ testifying to all 
this, said parchment being signed by Dr. 
Crookes, F. R. S., and others.“ »The lite- 
rati of Europe,” said the boiled-faced man, 
have all signed it.“ 

By and bythe people got impatient and 
yelled: 

We paid for seats!“ 

„Clear the aisle!“ 

And a dozen other calls of the same kind. 
Then a woman near the centre got up on a 
chair and made a speech to those around her. 
She was evidently mad about something. At 
the same time a row took place at the south 
door and blows were exchanged. The man 
on the stage, continuing with his speech, re- 
quested some persons to come on the 
stage and act as a committee of 
investigation. After some delay two 
Spiritualists and a reporter got on the plat- 
form. The crowd meantime yelled ‘Clear 
the aisle!“ in an almost continuous chorus. 

Some sort of order was obtained about 9 
o’clock, and Miss Fay, the world-renowned, 
in gorgeous evening dress, with a train a 
yard long on the fioor, swept over the stage. 
She is a dainty little blue-eyed, diamond-be- 
decked piece of humanity—at least she 
seemed to have lots of diamonds last night. 
A necklet of diamonds, each as big as a bean, 
glistened on her white throat, and several 
others sparkled on her fingers. 

There was a cabinet, of course. The com- 
mittee bound Miss Fay’s hands and feet in 
approved style, after which she was put in 
the cabinet. In a few seconds she was heard 
playing a tambourine that had been placed 
on her knees. Then the curtain was thrown 
back and she was found bound as before. A 
dozen or more of the same sort of tricks 
were performed, tricks that almost any one 
of the thirty clairvoyants on the West Side 
can do at the dropof a hat. Indeed, many 
local mediums could give Miss Fay points in 
anything she attempted last night. 

‘ext came some card tricks. Mr. Pingree 
held cards with the faces to the audience, 
and Miss Fay, from the recesses of the cab- 
inet, called out their names. This trick is 
one that has been very popular in the dime 
museums this winter, but it would pay Miss 
Fay to get a few further lessons in it. D’Al- 
bini, the juggler, can do it incomparably bet- 
ter in less time. 5 

Then one of the committee wus shut in the 
cabinet with the medium. That member 
chanced to be the reporter, and his report of 
the affair is that the medium simply took one 
of her hands out of the loop by which she 
was presumed to be bound and scratched 
some marks on his cuff with a pencil. 

Then three chairs were placed in front of 
the cabinet, and George Ober, a volunteer 
member who had been added to the commit- 
tee and who turned out to be a 
skeptic, took the middle seat, with Miss Fay 
on hisieftand another female medium on 
his right. The three were enveloped in print 
muslin, as men are when they get their hair 
cut at a barber’s, except that the one piece of 
muslin covered all three, leaving only their 
heads exposed. The committee said there 
was nothing in the cabinet but. some flowers 
and a guitar and tambourine. The cabinet 
was closed—when, presto! hands were thrust 
out and flowers flung on the stage. Mr. Ober 
subsequently proclaimed to the audience— 
after the show was over—that the women 
held his hands and talked sweet to him to 
keep him quiet, and that the thing was a very 
cheap sleight-of-hand trick. 

The Bowery young man also performed 
some cabinet tricks with his hands tied. 
There was to have been a third act, but the 
assembly was so boisterous and guyed the 
performers so unmercifully that the show 
or short at 10:15, being then, according 
to Miss Fay, only halfover.

4 HORRIBLE SUICIDE. 


An Unknown German Mashed to Pulp at 
the Water-Works. | 

A horrible suicide was enacted at the 
Water-Works on Hast Chitago avenue yester- 
day at 11 o’clock the forenoon. A few 
minutes before | time a young man about 
28 years of age and dressed like a laborer in 
good circumstances entered the building 
containing the engines and walked leisurely 
about looking at thé machinery. Passing to 
the south end of the room he leaned over the 
guard-rail and for some moments watched 
the huge walking-beam of the engine as 
it rose and fell with its ponderous 
stroke. He glanced hurriedly about him, and 
while no one was near .except a small boy 
the unknown man deliberately took off his 
hat and throwing it on the floor crept under 
the guard-rail and stood for a moment as 
though halting in his desperate purpose. He 
looked overhead, and, as he saw the great 
beam of the engine descending, he clasped 
his hands together and threw himself into the 
‘*crank-pit’’ beneath the head of the heavy 
crank shaft. His body was literally ground 
to pieces, yet no sound was heard to escape 
his lips. As the crank-head moved be- 
low the floor it obit the body with 


* 
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it, crushing it throhigh a small space and 
throwing itin a s less mass aguinst the 
cylinder-head a few feet away. The face 
was disfigured beyond recognition and hard- 
ly a bone in the body was left unbroken. The 
engineer was promptly notified of the terri- 
ble occurrence and drew the mangled corpse 
from the place where it had been deposited. 
There was nothing on the body by which it 
could be identified. Im the pockets were found 
a bunch of keys amd an open-faced gold- 
plated watch. There was a laundry mark of 
the initials C. P.“ on the shirt, and pinned 
to the vest was a badge showing that the un- 
fortunate man was a member of the Scandi- 
navian Workmen’s Association that meets 
at Concordia Hall, Nos. 235 and 237 Milwaukee 
avenue. The body was taken to the morgue 
and the Coroner notified. This is the third 
suicide that has occured at the Water-Works. 


A MILL IN ASHES. 


Destructive Fire Near Hudson, Wis., En- 
tailing a Loss of $100,000. 

Hupson, Wis., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
extensive flouring mill piant of C. Burk- 
hardt at Burkhardt, north of this city, was 
entirely consumed with allits contents. The 
loss is nearly $100,000. The fire broke out at 
about 8 o’clock this morning in the upper 
story of the large mill, and soon the whole 
building, together with the mammotl eleva- 
tor, warehouse, and other buildings, were 
enveloped in flames. The mill with contents 
was valued at $40,000; insured for $17,000 in 
the Millers’ National, Wisconsin Mutual, and 
Minneapolis Mutual. The elevator and ware- 
house were vaiued at $40,000, upon which 
there was an insurance of $22,500 in the fol- 
lowing companies: 

London Assurance, $1,000; St. Paul Fire & Ma- 
rine. $1,500: Phoenix of Brooklyn; #2,000; Penn- 
Sylvania, $1,000; Continental, 24,000; Imperial, 
$8,000; North American, $5,000; National of Hart- 
ford, $3,000: Lancashire, $2.000. 

In the elevator were 35,000 bushels of wheat 
and considerable flour and feed. Two barns, 
a blacksmith shop, and other minor buildings 
with contents were also wiped out, amount- 
ing in value to about. $7,000, partly covered by 
insurance. Mr. Burkhardt expects to rebuild 
at once.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The Milwaukee Printers’ Strike a Fallure— 
Pressmen to Return to Work. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 6.—[Special.]— 
The strike of printers of the English daily 
newspapers of this city last Thursday is a 
failure. The strikers’ places at the cases 
have been filled by importations, and while 
the publishers readily admit the latter to be 
inferior workmen to the union hands they 
are determined that the fraternity men shall 
be kept in preference to the strikers, even 
should the latter wish to return upon the 
terms in force before the strike. Tomorrow 
the pressmen who were ordered out in hopes 
of further crippling the publishers and aid- 
ing the strikers will return to their posts. 
Phe same thing will likely be done in the case 
of the stereotypers, who were also ordered 
out. The Labor Review, which has appeared 
for three afternoons, is, according to the 
statements of the strikers, to be continued 
as à permanent institution.

Yesterday the 
excitement was increased when it became 
known that Mrs. Mary Pitts, a well-known 
lady, had been bitten by one of these rabid 
canines. The animal attacked Mrs. Pitts and 
bit her in several places, her arm and body 
being terribly lacerated. A madstone was 
procured and applied to the wounds. It re- 
mained upon each some time and was re- 
peutedly applied. Hope is expressed that a 
cure has been thus effected. This is the 
fourth person who has been bitten by a mad 
dog in the locality named. All of these 
treated the wounds with a madstone.

| INFLAMMATORY TALK. 


EDITOR CURRLIN’S HARANGUE AT A 
WEST SIDE MASS-MEETING. 


In Protesting Against the Merritt Con- 
spiracy Bill He Uses Language That 
Would Warm August Spies’ Heart—He 
Wants to See More Bombs and Dyna- 
mite Used Against Capital and Monop- 
oly—Urging Workingmen to Arm Them- 
selves. 


Let another crisis come! Let bombs and 
dynamite fill ths air again!” yelled Editor 
Albert Currlin of the Arbeiter- Zeitung at a 
West Twelfth Street Turner-Hall mass-meet- 
ing. “Combine! Arm yourselves! Show 
these tyrants that we cannot be trodden into 
the dust with impunity!’ A chorus of wild 
cheers and yells greeted this. Hundreds of 
men waved their arms frantically and swelled 
the refrain with their frenzied cnes. The 
meeting had been called to protest against the 
Merritt Conspiracy bill recently introduced 
into the Legislature. It was called to order 
by a man named Schneider, a member of the 
Plasterers’ Union. William Hoims, the So- 
cialist, and Ernst Neuendorf of the Interna- 
tional Carpenters’ Union were chosen En- 
glish and German Chairmen. Holms read a 
copy of the Merritt bill, which he character- 
ized as infamous.“ and the following reso- 
zutions were presented: | 

WHEREAS, A bill introduced in the Legislature 
of the State of Illinois by one Thomas Merritt, a 
member of that body, is in conflict with the 
spirit of the institutions of this country and the 
Declaration of Independence; and 

WHEREAS, We sce in this bill an attempt to 
abridge the rights of citizens to an extent de- 
structive of the last remnant of liberty, the 
corner-stone of the Republic, by depriving citi- 
zens of the right to publicly protest against 
wrong and injustice and to ap bal for redress, 

Resolved, That this assemblage of law-abiding 
citizens of Cook County, in mass-meeting assem- 
bled, hereby enter their earnest protest against 
the passage of such bill — Legislature of this 
State, and instruct our Representatives to vote 
against it, or any like measure, first, last, and all 
the time, 

After a man named Buchanan had made the 
usual attack upon capital and monopolists, 

by whom, he said, the Merritt measure was 
fathered, Albert Currlin, the editor of the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung, was introduced. After read- 
ing a German translation of the bill, he said: 
Tnis bill is no surprise when we remember 
that the American Republic is now a money- 
bag republic. I do not care if this bill passes 
or not. We have seen last year that heroic 
men could be condemned to death without 
such a villanous law as this, ana it tnis 
should pass it cannot be much worse for us. 
We protest not for the effect it may have, but 
for the sake of our own honor and honesty. 
The monopolistic press hail this bill as their 
savior; they shout exultingly: This will 
settle the Anarchists and Communists!’ 
Who are the Anarchists and Communists? 
Are they not the small remnant who are pre- 
pared to save the world of proletarianism at 
the sacrifice of their lives and all they hold 
dear? Let them hound us to the gallows or 
the jail, our principles will not die while op- 
ression stalks abroad and a man child is 
rn with brains and determination. If they 
get this through the next measure will be 
the reinstitution of the inquisition, so that 
they can burn and hang our womenfolk, 
whom they unthinkingly did not include in this 
measure. {Loud criesof ** Bravo, Shame,“ 
„ Scoundrels,”’ Kill em,“ * Let them 
pass this measure; I would welcome it. It 
would undoubtedly lead to the early reign of 
the Commune and the Internationalists. 
[Loud applause.] The next capitalistic 
enunciation will assert that the existence 
of the workers is an anomaly, ex- 
‘cept. as far as ey slave for 
them -vithoct complaint or cry of 
suffering. Let another .crisis come! Let the 
bombs and dynamite fill the air n! When 
the monopolists send out their telegrams this 
time we will see they have something to tell. 
Combine! Arm yourselves! Show these ty- 
rants that we cannot be trodden into the 
dust with impunity. We have entered this 
fight to conquer by any or every means. We 
must conquer, or we can die as better men 
have done.“ [Tumultuous applause. 

William Holmes said he was a rebel. He 
was born one and would die one. After quot- 
ing some extracts from the Constitution, he 
said that paxt of the Constitution had been 
nullitied by the Supreme Court of the United 
States ruling that all American citizens did 
not have the right to bear arms. This bill 
of Merritt's,” he said, “is not his own. 
He is supported by the capitalists 
and monopolists. I have a right to 
rebel agaist society. The Constitution 
grants me that right and allows me to preach 
treason and th2 overthrow of the Constitu- 
tion itself. as well as the existing state of 
affairs. The Constitution grants us these 
rights, and we should battle to retain them. 
It declares the right of the people to carry 
arms, because its promoters suspected a time 
might come when the people would be forced 
to rise, rebel, and overthrow the Govern- 
ment. It grants the power to preach treason 
because these people knew a certain class 
would obtain control of the Government. 
This is the spirit in which.these were given 
to the people, and in this spirit they will be 
fought for. The public press tomorrow will 
tell all about a meeting of Germans to pro- 
test against an infamous bill in an 
American Legislature. 1 want them to 
understand that at least one American 
citizen stands upon this platform and says 
that sooner than such a bill should sl 
would take arms into my own hands and 
preach revolution and treason. [Loud cheers 
and Bravos.“ ] The American people will 
say: ‘O! it was only a German celebration.’ 
I say shame on the American people for al- 
lowing the Germans to take up such a thing; 
that they haven’t the manhood to take up 
such a thing; that they haven’t the man- 
hood to come out and protest against such a 
bill. There are anumber of Knights of Labor 
present. Lam a Knight. I wish to say to 
these Knights, Have you realized that if 
this bill becomes a law it will be criminal for 
vou to belong to your organization and even 
to hold meetings in your assemblies? One of 
the ‘principles of your organization is the 
overthrow of the wage system, and this 
would overthrow the existing state of things. 

‘This bill would destroy your principles.’ I 
protest against this bill as an Anarchist and 
as a Socialist. One of the purposes of this 
bill is the suppression of Socialism and So- 
cialistic agitation and propaganda. I protest 
against this bill, for it would make it a crime 
for me or any Socialist to criticise the Gov- 
ernment or preach the overthrow of the ex- 
isting institutions. The American people 
puffed up with that pride and conceit e led 
love for their institutions, do not see 
the danger that menaces them—that 
a power threatens to overthrow 
the American Government and replace 
it with the despotism of an autocracy. They 
won't wake up till too late. The Germans 
see all this, and, at the risk of being misun- 
derstood and called agitators, and criminals 
if you please, they protest against the pas- 
sage of this infamous bill. Let usall register 
a vow that sooner than allow this bill to 
come a law we will become rebels and preach 
downright revolution.” re 

The resolutions were then moved and sec- 
onded and carried with a roar. 

Some other speeches were made, and just 
before the close Currlin, in speaking of the 
labor classes, said: We have been fools 
enough to stand it. We have but one life to 
live. Let us live as men, or die as men. Let 
us Americans welcome communism or any- 
thing else that will free and save us from 
our doom.“

THE TEXAS EXPRESS GOES THROUGH 


A BRIDGE NEAR DE SOTO, MO. . 


Two Persons Killed and Twenty-five Others 


Badly Wounded—The Engine and F. . +a a 


Cars Precipitated Into the Raging Tor- 


rent of Joachim Creek—The Bridge — . 


Weakened by the Flood— The Cars 
Floated Down-Stream—The Dead and 
Injured—Six Drowned in the Ohio.

HENRY WARD BEECHER. 

The stroke which paralyzed Henry Ward 
Beecher terminated one of the notaole 
careers of history. Mr. Beecher's writings 


| may none of them live in the classics of liter- 


ature, and the memory of his eloquence will 
gradually fade, but he will none the less oc- 
cupy a distinct and large place in the records 
of the period. His was a vital nature, ex- 
pended constantly, and illustrating in an em- 
inent degree the persistence of force.” 
During all this time he was open to criticism, 
from one cause or another, but however 
severely cudgeled on the knuckles he never 
lost his grip. His last great effort was the 
lecture tour of Great Britain. Beginning 
under a cloud of disfavor he yet enjoyed 
great favor in the end. His Life of Christ,“ 
upon the completion of which his heart was 
set, might or might not have been a fitting 
conclusion of his labors, but without it he 
may be said to have left a rounded-out repu- 
tation. 

Mr. Beecher was a star moving in two 
courses. As a preacher he exerted a tre- 
mendous influence upon the religious thought 
of hisday. For morethan a generation his 
sermons were published, and the audience 
which listened to him, immense as it always 
was, was nothing to the congregation which 
read his sermons by their own firesides. He 
was a molder of theological opinion. The 
clergy of all denominations may be said to 
have sent the brightest minds among their 
number to his school to learn how to meet 
the pulpit demands made upon them from 
week to week in their ministrations, and a 
large class of laymen sought from his lips an 
explanation of spiritual truths and their ap- 
plication to everyday life. All the professors 
of systematic theology and homiletics in the 
country combined wielded less influence 
than this one phenomenal preacher. The lib- 
eralizing tendency of his sermons must be 
set down as a cardinal factor in the religious 
trena of the day. The transcendentalism of 
Emerson, the iconoclasm of Ingersoll, and 
the numanism of Beecher, unsympathetic as 
they were in many respects, really converged 
toward the same result. The history of the 
religious movement which found its chief 
champions in Luther and Voltaire in their 
generations can never be truthfully written 
with his name left out. 

Politically he was second to no man in the 
development of that higher ideal which 
found embodiment in the Republican party, 
and for thirty years he was the unswerving 
and eloquent champion of its principles. He 


shared in all its splendid victories. Its tri- 


umphs at the pollsand in thg laws of the 
Nation were his crown of rejoicing. It is 
true that for some unexplained if not inex- 
plicable reason he reversed his course in the 
last National campaign. Judged by that un- 
fortunate evisode in his political life hardly 
any condemnation would be too severe for 
him. Henotonly allied himself with the 
party always opposed to the principles he 

had espoused, but he signalized his apostasy 
by being the especial public apologist for the 
alleged immorality of the chosen leader of 
the Democracy in that campaign—as if, 
having tallen into the sewer, he resolved to 
roll in its filth. But the Shem and Japhet of 

history will eventually, it is to be hoped, cast 
the mantle of forgetfulness over that one 
shame, 

It may well be doubted if the pulpit made 
vacant by the sudden closing of this remarka- 
ble career can be filled. Brooklyn still has 
its stately Sterrs and its sensational Tal- 
mage, but if there is in any English-speak- 
ing pulpit a genius for preaching at all com- 
parable to Henry Ward Beecher he must 
have been singularly unfortunate in the ob- 
scuration of his light. s 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
There are always a good many deceptive ap- 
pearances and much humbug in current busi- 


ness phenomena, and some classes of trade 


are almost entirely conducted on humbug ma- 
terial. Thisis particularly true of specula- 
tive operations in stocks. Prices are raised 
or depressed py false reports and movements 
designed to deceive, and important cam- 
paigns in Wall street often have for their 
motive power a lie ot huge proportions. To 
make one of these campaigns successful the 
leaders must get the support of the public. 
Efforts have recently been made .to secure 
such support, but the people do Dot rally. 
They are not in a mood for stock speculation. 
There was a time last fallwhen almost any 
story was believed, and stocks that they had 
never heard of before were bought by the 
outside dabblers, but the slump of Dec. 15 
brought them to their senses, and they are 
now disposed to challenge any statement that 
may be made to them. There are usually some. 


‘truths mixed with the fictions set afloat, 


which make the fictions the more dangerous. 
It was true last fail that important negotia- 
tions were in progress in respect to Reading, 
New York & New England, and Richmond & 
West Point. Those negotiations were the 
mainstay of the market. They are still an 
effective force, butthey have lost their nov- 
elty, and they can no longer impart vitality 
toalotof bogus schemes. People, if they 
buy stocks at all now, do it on a much more 
rutional basis than a few months ago, and 
the purchasers—barring the devotees of the 
bucket-shops—are mainly those who have 
some familiarity with the properties. This 
makes the business dull. Asfor the specu- 
lation in hog products, and to a less degree 
in wheat, if we accept the view of the bulls 
in these articles that they have been too low 
it is still to be said that statistics and busi- 
ness are yet in a very crude condition when 
pork rises $10 a barrel within a few weeks. 
It was too low at $10 or it is too high at 820. 
The situation strongly enforces the necessity 
of a better and more general knowledge of 
statistics, which would lead to a steadier 
movement of prices. a 
Aside from the corner in pork, Chicago's 
interests have been a conspicuous feature in 
the markets of the country during the week. 
Mr. Armour's cotton-oil scheme was the sen- 
sation of the week in Wall street. It was an 


attack on one of the most powerful and most 


secretive concerns in the United States. An- 
other operation which illustrates the drift of 
outside capital to this city is the purchase of 
the stock of the old gas company by Phila-’ 
delphia parties. Other interests of a less 
public character have drawn much capital, 
but local capitalists are now so strong and so 
watchful of opportunities for investment 
that it is increasingly difficult tor outsiders 
to get the foothold they desire. It may be 
emphaticaily stated that the business and the 
prospects of Chicago are such as to justify 
free investment by the most conservative 
capitalists. : 

In general mercantile business nothing hap- 
pened during the week to greatly change the 
aspect of affairs. Iron was dull, mainly be- 
cause consumers had been looking for a 
Slight decline and holders refused to shade 
their priges. If there was any gain in the 
coal trade it was due to the removal of the 


j difficulties of handling the commodity by 


the coliapse of the strike. The consumptive 
demand was not specially heavy. Trade in 
textiles was reported good for this time of 


‘the latter part of September. 
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large, partly because of the cessation of the 
labor troubles. The drift of the money mar- 
ket continues to favor leuders. The de- 
mands on the New York banks are heavy, 
and the surplus reserve is below $10,000,000, 
whereas last year at this time it was about 
$25,000,000. The market having shown a tend- 
ency to harden s0 early in the season, it is 
readily to be inferred that we shall see.con- 
siderable stringency before the spring trade 
is over. ¢ 


THE BOODLE CROOKS AND THE PUBLIC. 

The list of contractors and employés who 
enriched themselyes at the expense of the 
county taxpayers through the operations of 
the crooked’County Commissioners seems to 
be endless. Notaday passes that some new 
jobbery involving some hitherto unheard of 


contractor or employé is not discovered. 


Yesterday it was Chris Kelling, day before 
yesterday it was Harlev, the day before that 
it was Heissler, or Costelloe, or Robinson, or 
Pick, or Barsaloux, or Schneider, and so on 
through the endless list of Commissioners’ 
favorits. It is a marvel that the floating in- 
debtedness of the county is not two millions 
of dollars instead of one million. For more 
than a year Tun Trisune has been di- 
recting public attention to those cor- 
morants and to their suspicious rela- 
tions with the crooked Commissioners. Six 
months ago, for instance, the granting of 
$1,350 in extras to Chris Kelling on a $3,750 


contract was referred to as suspicious, and 


when, a few weeks after, Kelling was award- 
ed a $39,000 contract Tue Trisune predicted 
that there would be large “extras.” The 
prediction has been fulfilled. The extras 
amount to 33 per cent of the contract price. 
The Normal School jobbery, in which War- 
ner, Manning, Gunderson, Schneider, and 
Phil Kelly, and other contractors are some- 
how mixed up, was thoroughly exposed in 
The illegality 
and irregularity of Swissler’s paint jobs 
were pointed out about the same time, and 
columns of space were deyoted to analyses of 
the putty-and-paint swindle under the so- 
called Holland contract. The gravel-road 
steal for the benefit of certain Commissioners 
and their friend Bill Kolze, the milk con- 
tractor, was dealt with last May. 

The people of Chicago have been so accus- 


tomed to be robbed for the benefit of crooks 


and boodlers and their friends that no action 
was taken by the authorities until recently. 
Perhaps the fact that the boodlers have the 
power to select the grand juries had much to 
do with the apparent public apathy. It was 
only when it was realized that the power to 
calla special grand jury was vested in the 
courts that the people thought it possible the 
thieves could be punished and that the thieves 
themselves became alarmed. 

When the whole press of the ‘city published 
the accumulated public evidence of fraud and 
the State’s Attorney, having nearly disposed 
of the Anarchists’ case, entered on the work 
of sifting and arranging such facts concern- 
ing the crookedness as Tue Tripune pub- 
lished and as he had received through pri- 
vate sources, then everybody became inter- 
ested, and since there has been a general and 
loud demand for the prosecutions. It was at 
this juncture that the boodle contractors in 
order to save themselves hastened to seek 
interviews with Mr. Grinnell. 


But now that public attention has been | 


aroused it 1s to be hoped that it will not be 
allowed to flag or die out. The State’s Attor- 
ney should be heartily supported by the peo- 


ple in his determination to bring the crooked 


Commissioners and their pals tojustice. The 
public press should not relax its efforts in de- 
veloping the facts concerning the conspiracy 
of publie plunder. To allow the thieves to 
escape will have the effect of putting a pre- 
mium on boodleism, as it will embolden other 
intending rascals. The harpies in the shape 
of crooked contractors and sinecurists will 
multiply. A blunted sense of public duty 
among the community begets in the most 
zealous officials a lack of energy in protecting 
the public treasury from the assaults of 
thieves. 

While sustaining the State’s Attorney let 
us not forget that our loose County Board 
law Las done much to foster and encourage 
thieving. The people of Chicago should. as- 
sist in its amendment. Some steps ought to 
be taken to spur the Cook County delegation 
at Springfield iuto action in reference to the 
same. The present board must be wiped out 
of existence before we can have an honest 
and efficient management of county affairs. 


THE IOWA INCORPORATION LAW. 

A year ago the lowa Legislature adopted 
an act requiring all foreign corporations do- 
ing business in that State to become incor- 
porated under the local laws. The purpose 
of the act was to prevent non-resident cor- 
porations from transferring cases to the Fed- 
eral courts, where litigation appears to be 
much more expensive and tedious and for 
many reasons less satisfactory than in the 
State tribunais. With the exception of the 
railroad companies nearly all the foreign cor- 
porations complied promptly with the re- 
quirements of the act and ‘domiesticated”’ 
themselves in Iowa. Gov. Larrabee insti- 
tuted proceedings against the rebellious rail - 
roads, and an appealed case involving the val- 
idity of the law is now pending in the United 
States Supreme Court and will come up for 
hearing in a few days. 

Whatever may have been thought of the 
Iowa law atthe time of its passage there 
would seem, in the light of recent decisions 
of the Supreme Court, little doubt that it is 
invalid. Ordinarily there is no question that 
a State may prescribe the conditions under 
which a corporation may do business within 
its jurisdiction, or may exclude it altogether 
even afterit has peen once admitted. Such 
laws in the case of fire and life insurance 
companies have been repeatedly declared 
valid, but there is a very grave doubt 
whether they will hold good in respect to rail- 
road corporations engaged in inter-State 
commerce. Some years ago the State 
of Florida attempted to confer on a 
single corporation the exclusive right to 
transmit messages by electricity over a cer- 
tain portion of its territory, but the Supreme 
Court declared that other companies could 
not be excluded; that telegraphy was an in- 
dispensable means of intercommunication in 
commercial transactions, and coula there- 
fore be regulated only by Congress under the 
commerce clause of the Constitution. In the 
recent Wabash case the Supreme Court went 
further than ever before in denying the 
States any right to regulate the business of 
corporations engaged in inter-State com- 
merce. In all likelihood, therefore, the Jowa 
law will be held valid in respect to insurance 
companies and the like, but declared to have 
no application to inter-State railroads. 

The people of Iowa will have no occasion 
to regret the failure of the so-called Sweeney 
jaw, since the Inter-State Commerce act 
covers the ground and affords better reme- 
dies than any State could supply. In fact, 
the lowa farmers and shippers may prove 
eager hereafter to take their complaints 
against the railroads to the Federal courts, 
since the new law provides that in every 
case of recovery in those tribunals agamst a 
railroad carrier a reasonable fee tha 
plaintiff's attorney shall be taxed as part of 
the costs. Itis not unlikely that in the near 
future the defendant railroad corporaiians 
will be the parties anxious to confine their 
litigation to the State courts. The shipper 
can make his complaint to the National Com- 
mission at the cost of letter postace, bring 
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suit in the State courts as heretofore, or ab- 


peal to the Federal tribunals with a certainty, 


if his grievance is just, of recovering attor- | 


neys’ fees in addition to his actual damages. 


‘Under these circumstances the interest of 


the Iowa shippers in the incorporation law 
has abated considerably, and an unfavorable 
ruling by the Supreme Court will be received 


with marked —

should be punished if the proof can be pro- 
duced on him, It will be a miscarriage of 
justice to permit any of them to escape, It 
may be necessary to give immunity to some 
of the boodle contracters in order to secure 
evidence, Their guilt is only secondary in 
importance. But the rascals who violated 
their oaths of office and who betrayed the 
people who elected them should be scourged 
by justice, The report no doubt does injustice 
to Mr. Grinnell. He has ample evidence to 
procure the conviction of the boodle ruffians 
without permitting any of them to escape. 
The history of the whisky-ring prosecutions 
is yet fresh in the minds of Chicagoans. 
They will not care to have such a scandal ro- 
peated. Let no guilty Commissioner escape. 


| GROSS EARNINGS OF ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Among the bills now pending before the 
House of Representatives is one aiming, ac- 
cording to its title, to secure to the State its 
proper share of the income of the Illinois 
„Central Railroad.“ If this company did 
business in Illinois alone it would be easy to 
figure outits tax and collect it, the require- 
ment being 7 per cent of the gross earnings. 
A great corporation like the Illinois Central 
would not garble its accounts, and if that 
were done the rascality could be detected. 
But the company does business in several 
States, and has some leased lines in Illinois 
which do not come within the provisions of 
the charter granted Feb. 10, 1851. There isa 
wide range for honest difference of opinion as 
to the basis of division. The pending bill 
has in its favor the general fact that some ad- 
ditiona! legislation on the subject is needed. 
The practigal part of the bil: is contained in 
the foliowing extract from it: 

Where any of said earnings shall be derived 
from the transportation of freight or passengers 
in part over any branch, extension, or leased 
lines operated or controlled by said road, 
whether the sume be within or without the limits 
of this State, andin part over the said Illinois 
Central Ruilroad, e company shall make a 
compiete return in suid annual report to 
the Goyernor as to suen joint earnings, 
showing the amount given on division 
of such earnings to such branch, extension; or 
leased lines, and the amount given to said IIli- 
nois Central Railroad; and in making such divis- 
ion of earnings hereafter it shall be based in each 
instance on the actual number of miles which 
such freight has Deen carried or said passenger 
transported over such branch, extension, or 
leased lines, as the same is compared with the 
actual number of miles such passenger or freight 
has been hauled or carried over the said Illinois 
Central Railroad. The basis of division shall he 
hereafter one of mileage oniy without reference 
to other or extraneous considerations. . 


If this mileage plan is fair and applicable 
in this State as between the original and the 
leased linés, it is also fair and applicable as 
between the original lines and the leased 
lines in other States. In other words, if it 
fits the case of State earnings it does the case 
of inter-State earnings. If not, why not! 
The bill was referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture and Horticulture, an irrelevant 
reference, but that is not important. The 
committee is in duty’ bound to give the 
measure thorough investigation, and either 
extend its base of calculation all along the 
line or reject it altogether. This is nota 
mere matter of bookkeeping. The examina- 
tion should be expert, but not er parte. The 
Auditor of Public Accounts should make it, 
and that as early as practicable. In a case 
of this kind there should be no guesswork.

In accounting for the advancing prices ail 
along the line those who are inclined to look 
from cause to effect say that the impression 
has taken hold of the aap that a general 

Zuropean war cannot averted, and that 
necessarily any disturbance across the 
water is certain to be followed by 
an appreciation in the value of all 
kinds of food here, and that stocks and bonds 
are just as certain to be sensitive of the up- 
ward tendency as if they were really essen- 
tial to the physical support of man. 

With reference to the pork deal, however, 
it is said that if there is really any one de- 
hind. it he has succeeded in veiling 
his personality more successfully than has 
ever been done before, and it is frankly con- 
fessed that the upward push of that article 
of consumption is the most mysterious event 
within the recollection of the oldest Board of 
Trade operator. Armour, Jones, Ream, and 
Bloom are given a measure of creditfor the 
deal, but as far as actual knowledge of their 
participation is concerned it may be said that 
there is as much speculation about it as there 
is in pork itself. In the meantime, 
the brokers and commission men are 
happy, for orders are piling in upon 
them from all over thejcountry, and they say 
business has improved nearly 100 per cent in 
the last ten days. They say further that the 
long-deferred revival of the speculative 2 
terests has depressed the value of Board of 
Trade memberships from $3,000 to $1,800, but 
that if the present rush of business continues 
those values will soon recover, and that 
in a comparativel short time they 
will be at the point which 
corresponds with the magnitude of the board 
and the size of the city. They also predict 
an unusvally prosperous year, and claim that 
in all sperous years the speculative move- 
ment is in exact proportion to the prosperity. 
In summing up the situation yesterday a 

rominent Board of Trade man remarked: ‘I 

ook upon the present speculative revival as 
index to the general feel- 
ing throughout the country. We are cer- 
tain to have the most prosperous year 
for a decade, and I think the figures at its 
close will verify my prediction. I do not look 
upon the present upward tendency in prices 
as purely 1 but as the natural ap- 
preciution in value of all those commodities 
which have 80 long been depressed below 
their actual value.“

The events of the last week have conspired to 
put Roumania intoa position of open antagonism 
to Russia, and it seems clearer now than before 
that Turkey must from the start throw herself 
into the field against Russia. 

It is asserted as an absolute fact that Italy has 
eoncluded a treaty with-Germany and Austria, 
which, however, does not bind her to offensive 
operations unless either of her allies is in a pre- 
carious state. She is to attack France in the 
event of the latter making war upon Germany in 
concert with Russia, and is to help Austria with 
her fleet in case of a serious Russian conflict. In 
return she is to get at least Trentino, and, if a 
general war ensues, Corsica, Nice, and Savoy. 

De Lesseps’ mission to Berlin is alleged to be 
to ascertain whether, in the event of a war be- 
tween Russia and Austria, Germany would hold 
aloof.

A CHAT WITH SENATOR FARWELL. 


—_—_—_ * 
The Highwood Military Post- Miss Mo- 
Laughlin’s Appointment. 

Senator Farwell returned home Saturday 
night, and a TRIBUNE reporter had a short chat 
with him. We followed up the Highland Park 
bill,” he said, and the President signed it be- 
fore I left Washington. That was the only bus- 
iness I had to close up. It required considera- 
ble hard work to doit. I was afraid at one time 
tHat it would be lost, but I got Carlisle, Randall, 
and other leading men on the Democratic side to 
help. All the members of this end of the State 
and the Senators worked assiduously, and we 
finally got it through. There was a good deal of 
fault-finding by Republican Senators about 
the obstructions of Randail to the completion of 
the legislation of the session. He held the 
appropriation bilis back so as to have what 
is technically called the rightof way.“ lf any 
measure came that he didn't like he would 
have an appropriation bill to take up the time; 
and there was a good deal of criticism by Repub- 
licans. Edmunds was determined to have a spe- 
cial session on account’ of it, saying that he was 
not going to agree to any legislation that he 
didn't know anything about; that if bills were 
sent over the last hour of the session and no op- 
purtunitygiven to examine them he would not 
submit to it, as he didn’t propose to vote for a 
bill unless he knew what it was. But we got 
everything through except. the Deficiency bull. 
The River and Harbor bill, however, wasn't 
signed by the President. The gossip was that he 
read afew items and discovered what seemed 
to be a job, and because of that he 
threw the bill aside. We got into it something 
to start the Hennepin Canal and for the improve- 
ment of the Illinois & Michigan Canal, but all 
our work was lost. As to the Dearborn Park 
bill, its frien ds will have to begin again. I think 
something could have been done h it not been 
for the conflicting interests.“ 

Tell me how you secured the appointment of 
Miss Mary McLaughlin as Postmaster at Lake

Forty years ago the Senate would not 
receive a petition asking for the abolition of 
slavery—would not even place it on file. Those 
days are past. When a petition is presented it is 
right thatit should be heard. So when a peti- 
tion was presented asking that the woman suf- 
frage amendment be voted on by the people 
— I. by my vote, have said it should not be

THE PRICE OF WEST SIDE GAS. 


Why Should There Be Five-Foot Burners 
on the West Side? 

The Aldermen blundered again last Friday 
might concerning the West Side gas ordinance, 
and the Mayor will send it back to the Council 
for amendment. The Mayor will hardly escape 
public censure if he does not accompany the 
ordinance with a message pointing out the ‘duty 
of the Council not only to amend the ordinance 
with reference to the time-table but with refer- 
ence tothe size of the burners also. The West 
Side Company now uses five-foot burners. Four- 
foot burners are used in the North and South 
Divisions. No person can perceive any difference 
between the illuminating power of the lamps in 
the South Division and those of the West. Divis- 
ion. The West-Siders would no doubt be amply 
satisfied with four-foot burners. There are 
few high buildingsin their division to shut out 
the light of the moon, as in the business portion 
of the South Side. One-third of the West Side 
lamps are on sparsely built-up streets. Why 
should lamps of greater power be used on such 
thoroughfares than on those of the South and 
North Divisions? 

It must be borne in mind, too, that gas for the 
West Side costs $1.50 per 1.000 cubic feet, against 
$1 per 1,000 feet for the other divisions. That the 
price is higher should be an argument for econ- 
omyin its use. By substituting the four-foot 
burners for the five-foot ones a saving of 20 per 
cent on the total price can be effected. This 
will amount to about $40,000. The Aldermen 
cannot shirk responsibility in this matter. At 
the last meeting of the Council the following 
Aldermen voted for the four-foot burn- 
ers: Dixon, Drew, Kerr, Ernst, Man- 
ierre, and Tiedemann. It must have 
been through inadvertence that such men 
as Ald. Wheeler, Simons, Campbell, Landon, 
Schack, and Ryan voted for-the five-foot burn- 
ers. They cannot excuse their votes on any rea- 
sonable grounds. By voting as they did they 
gave an excuse to the Mayor not to veto the or- 
dinance—the number in its favor being 24, the 
two-thirds necessary to puss it over the veto. 

There should be a change this evening. Bill- 
ings’ ordinance, introduced by Hull, should be 
amended so as to provide for four-foot burners 
only. The Mayor ought to be made to bear his 
due share of responsibility for any unnecessary 
expenditure in payment for gas. The people 
will look out for the Aldermen who will vote in 
favor of paying Mr. Billings’ company $40,000 
more than he ought to get. Thirteen of those 
whose terms expire next month voted for Bill- 
nae last Friday night. They are already on the

DR. SCUDDER’S FAREWELL 


His Last Sermon at Plymouth Church—A 
Touching Scene. 

Plymouth. Congregational Church yesterday 
morning was redolent with the perfume of calla- 
lilies, hyacinths, and beautiful tea roses, while 
the devotional spirit of the worshipers was tinc- 
tured with the outward and visible signs of a 
deep and inward sorrow. The occasion was the 
farewell sermon of the Rev. Dr. Henry M. Scud- 
der, who has been the pastor of the church since 
November, 1882, and who is as much beloved by 
his congregation as any divine who ever filled a 
pulpit in Chicago. The services from beginning 
to end were deeply impressive, and at one time 
really affecting. This when Dr. Scudder, 
towards the close of his remarks, spoke of him- 
selfand his dear wife leaving their cherished 
friends in Chicago and journeying to Japan 
there toend their days and their work 


where they had first taken up the lat- 
ter—in the missionary field. The Doctor's voice 
became choked, his eyes filled with tears, and it 
was evident to even the casual observer that his 
emotions for the once had obtained the mastery. 
There were few dry eyesin the congregation for 
some minutes afterwards. In explaining his 
reasons for giving up his work here, he said he 
had always ses to be geen | honest with him- 
sblf and with his people, and, knowing that his 
advancing years and enfeebled strength would 
not permit him to attend to the needs of his 
church, that honesty compelled him to resign. 
He intended at first, he said, to settle in Chicago, 
but in the last few days he had received letters 
from Japan which had decided him to return 
there, not as the employé of the missionary so- 
ciety, but in an independent field, and where he 
would praotically be a free man, to labor as he 

leased in the vineyard of his Master. In speak- 
ng of his probable successor, the Rey. Frank M. 
Gunseulos, he saif he hoped there would be no 
unpleasant features attending his selection if he 
were finally selected, and that each and every 
member of the church should give him full sup- 
port if he came to Chicago. 

Dr. Scudder took for his text the ninth verse 
of the third chapter of First Corinthians: For 
we are laborers together with God; ye are God's: 
ye are God's building.“ The opening remarks 
were descriptive of the agricultural pursuit, but 
A the point he was illustrating he said 
the Christian church was a great agricultural as- 
sociation, with Jesus Christ at its head as the 
husbandman, and as barren wastes were re- 
claimed by the agriculturist precisely so was 
the church to reclaim the moral wilderness. 
God originated in the human soul the 
crops of everlasting righteousness and peace, 
and it was the duty of the church to 
garner the harvests. He then spoke incidentally 
of his work in Piymouth Church, saying that the 
conditions of success had not been withheld. and 
while it was doubtless true that the list of short- 
comings was a long and a sad one, it was never- 
theless proper to recall a part of the work done 
in the vineyard of the Master. He had always, 
he said, striven to lead the people up to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and His expiating atonements. He 
also spoke of his more than pleasant relations 
with the members of the Prudential Committee of 
the church, stating that he had never had a quarrel 
with them, and that he could not even recall a 
difference of opinion. He then reviewed the 
work which had been accomplished since 
his pastorate began, speaking of the 
Ladies’ Aid ‘Society and the work it had 
done; of the foreign missionary associations; 
the organizations among the young people; the 
Plymouth Club; the Sunday-schools; the Dore- 
mus Chapel: and the Armour Mission, concerning 
which he said: It is one of my joys in retiring 
from my ministry among you that the Armour 
Mission Building has been erected in the time of 
my pastorate. ou know that Mr. Joseph Ar- 
mour left a legacy of $100,000 for this purpose. 
Mr. Philip D. Armour has added to this more 
than another $100,000 (really more than $200,000) 
and there has arisen through the munificence of 
these two brothers a large, strong. stately edi- 
fice, as Magnificent in its proportions as in its 
aims. Among buildings which contemplate a 
like purpose I have never seen its equal. It is 
in a part of the city. where it is much 
needed, and where it will certainly exert an ele- 
vating, a refining, a physically renovating, and 
spiritually regenerative influence.“ Speaking 
of the growth of the church. he used this lan- 
guage: “When I came, Nov. 19, 188. the mem- 
bership was 567. During my pastorate of four 
years and threeand a half months we have added 
to our church. including those received for this 
communion, 491 persons. Deducting the deceased 
members and those dismissed to other churches, 
our present membership is 84.“ 

In concluding the doctor said he wanted to say 
a word about the personal life of his people. 
He advised them to live true and noble 
lives, and to never be afraid to express 
all the attributes of a vigorous Christian 
character. To those of his friends who were not 
Christians he said it was his chief sorrow today 
that he had been unable to attract them into the 
church. In the distinctly farewell part of his 
discourse he said he retired with reluctance, as 
his people could well imagine, but his ill-health 
rendered it impossible for him to do the work. 
He then spoke of sailing for Japan June 21 next, 
and referring to the sorrow it would occasion him 
to leave his friends, he became deeply affected, 
as did a large part of the congregation. 

Dr. Scudder was a well-known and successful 
divine long before coming to Chicago. He first 
began his labors in Japan as a missionary, 
afterwards goin to California, where he 
built up one of the largest and strongest 
churches on the Pacific coast. He then went to 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and here also his remarkable 
success attended him. He built up a powerful 


church—perhaps the strongest in the City of | 


Churches. He then came to Chicago, where the 
success he met with is fully explained in his 
own modest but perfectly clear language. 

The Rev. Frank M. Gunseulos, who rumor says 
will be called to succeed Dr. Scudder, is the pas- 
tor of Brown's Memorial Church of Baltimore, 
one of the richest and strongest of that city. He 
is quite a young man—only 31 years of age—but 
is spoken of as one of the most prominent pas- 
tors in the Congregational denomination. and for 
whom a brilliant future is predicted. Heis ex- 
pected to occupy the pulpit at the Plymouth 
Church next Sunday.

The Auditor of the State Refuses to Pay 
for Extra Guards—Warden Howard's 
Shortage May Reach $125,000—Robin- 
son Denies that He Was Bribed—The 


Hoosier Body to Expire at Noon Today 
—Adjournment of the Kansas Legisla- 


ture—Proceedings in Other States. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 6.—[Special.}— 
Much talk has been indulged in and adverse 
criticism e about the inconsistency of 
the Republican Senators in public ignoring 
Green Smith as President of the Senate and 
in private seeking his signature upon war- 
rants to enable them to draw their pay. The 
facts are that no one has asked Smith to sign 
his warrant. Several of the Senators have 
received from ‘the voucher clerk warrants 
with Smith’s names attached which had been 
signed in blank. It was not necessary to 
have Smith sign the warrants, as the Auditor 
of the State, upon the authority of an opinion 
from the Attorney-General, holds that as 
State officers they are entitled to their money 
because the law gays they shall have it. 
The Auditor is at outs with the Senate in an- 
other particular. A resolution was passed to 
pay Doorkeeper Pritchett $1,093 for the twen- 
ty-six guards employed by him to keep Re- 
publicans out of the chamber and whose 
names the majority refused to make pubic 
owing to the character and reputation of the 


men. Auditor Carr refuses to draw a war- 
rant on this resolution, because the law does 
not contemplate making the Doorkeeper a 
disbursing agent. Every man must draw his 
own money. 

Deputy-Auditor Coons, who examined the 
books of the Southern Prison, says that War- 
den Howard’s shortage, in his opinion, will 
reach $125,000, besides the 575,000 shortage 
reported by the investigating committee. 
The books of the Auditor’s office show that 


Howard has in almost every instance of late | 


years drawn more than the annual appro- 
priation within the first six months of the 
year. 

Representative Robinson, Senator-elect 
Turpie’s seyenty-sixth man, was before the 
Senatorial Bribery Investigating Committee 
yesterday. He denied that he had ever re- 
ceived or been offered any money, property, 
or other consideration for his vote for 
Senator, or that he had even been ap- 

roached with any proposition of the kind. 

r. Robinson said that he had understood 
that Representative Bertram had said that 
he had n offered $3,000 to vote for Harri- 
son. After the committee was through with 
him Robinson asked that Bertram might be 
called to testify, but the committee adjourned 
without calling Bertram. : 

In the Senate yesterday the bill fixing the 
liquor license at $200 and authorizing munici- 
palities to add $150 additional was called up 
and a vote taken on its 2 The result 
was announced by President Smith as yeas 
30, nays 10, the Republicans present and 
not voting being counted in the affirmative. 

Members of both Houses are preparing to 
leave for their homes. Nobedy is anticipa- 
ting a special session immediately, although 
there isa prevalent belief that one will 
necessary within the next few menths. The 
session expires Monday by limitation. The 
House has adjourned to 11 o’clock Monday. 

The special committee to which was re- 
ferred the memorial of Mr. Howard, the 
State-House contractor, for a reimbursement 
of funds paid out for labor and material ju ex- 
cess of his compensation therefor made a 
report today. They find that the work hus 
been well done in every particular, and that 
upto date Mr. Howard’s loss is $251,500, 
which the State ought to pay.

Final Adjournment of the Body—Some of 
the Bills That Were Passed. 
Topeka, Kas., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
Kansas Legislature adjourned sine die yes- 
terday. Among the bills of a general nature 
which were passed by approval by the Gov- 

ernor were the following: 

For the ment of the Quantrell raid claims; 
for the registration of Voters at county-seat elec- 
tions; authorizing cities of the first class to issue 
bonds for internal improvements; providing for 
grahd juriesin certain counties when deemed 
necessary; regulating the salaries of County 
Clerks and County Treasurers; authorizing the 
construction of branch lines of railway; 
to prohibit the use of intoxicating li- 
uors at the polls and providing a punisb- 
ment therefor; conferring upon women 
the right to vote at city elections and to hold cer- 
tain offices; relating to the extension and con- 
struction of continuous and connected links of 
railroads, and providing for the purchase of rail- 
road property, and the purchase and guaranty of 
railroad securities in certain cases: proposing an 
amendment to Sec. 1, Art. 8 of the Consti- 
tution by striking out the word “ white“: provid- 
ing for the lice government of certain cities 
through a Board of Police Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Executive Council in certain 
contingencies; to change the name of the 
County of St. John to Logan; to secure 
to laborers in and about coal mines and manu- 
factories the payment of their wages at regular 
intervals and in lawful money of the United 
States; to provide for the appointment of three 
Commissioners to be known as Commissioners of 
the Supreme Court; authorizing counties and 
cities of the second class and third class to en- 
courage the development of natural gas and 
other resources of their localities by subscribing 
to the stock of companies for such purposes; 
making an appropriation for the erection of the 
main or central building of the State-House, and 
to provide for a special levy of taxes therefor; 
to prevent incompetent or unauthorized persons 
from engaging in the practice of pharmacy; to 
reguiate the sale of poisons and proprietary 
medicines; to prevent and punish the adultera- 
tion of drugs, medicines, medical preparations, 
and chemicals; to create a board of pharmacy 
in the State of Kansas; dividing the territory of 
Hodgeman and Finney Counties and creating 
the additional counties of Gray, Grant, Stanton, 
Kearney, Garfield, and Haskell.
